l.ireign price. A free Irsde, on ihe other 
lisiul, ptTcludra the poatibility of* scarcity, 
for il it plain, that the more circumscribed 
the sin I ne* nf a enutiivy, Ih* more subject 
will it be to sudden fluctuations in price, 
r.iuicd lis fsvisurahle nr unfavoilrahle sea- 
sons. When a sratuu is invariable in one 
cannliy, il is invariably produouve of 
eijinsaieul good In another ; so that tbe 
turtilot prculiiee of the Itller lupplie* tb* 
itetirietiry of the former, — sating the one 
from : limine, the other from a tctkiu* de- 
gression ol price*. But (Ireat Hriuin, 
n-slricled as the t* Irom fortlgn resnureea, 
ia forced to depend, not upon the annual 
produce of llie world, — which ii, generally, 
uniform in quantity. — but upon her own, 
which, from a comparalitelr limited lur- 
face, and tbe peculiar fickleness of a 
Jftitith climate, must vary so- much a* to 
occasion Ihr must distressing oseUlaliuni 
n! prices. 

The writer urxl drnies that we can prove, 
that the abolition of the I 'orn Laws would 
increase tlie sale of British mtniifscturet. 
We, however, shall drmmiitmr, lhal they 
have diminished the sale of British goodi 
among foreigners, by reference In Ihe public 
rrcnriia,-^prctnlaing, thai the present Com 
l,s*s wen-, in iiibttanre, passed in ISIS.

took place." Should an opponent deny, 
thill this decreet* wat the rjfbrl of the 
Com Lswt, we are eoablod lo prove 
our potiiiiin, from llie very mid* af 
ihe foreign |HWera. "Knglaiul," sav lb* 
■ upiKirieri nf Ihe Tariff Bill in Ame- 
rica, M is now deluging the Union with 
lnaoufi.-tored g.<o,ls, but will not take our 
raw produce in exchange, la there any 
n-riprnf ily in her proceedings t Haa sb* 
admitted a tingle bushel ol foreign corn, 
tlie staple produce ol our own country, 
into ller markets, during the lasl three 
yean? It it not absurd to expect to 
continue your commerce with a nation, 
acting on well eiclnsivr principles ' 
Uuglil wr not rather lu pmtit by her ex- 
ample ; and, as the eacludea our corn, 
don not anuiid |mlicy dictate th* pro- 
pntlv of deluding her manufactures, and 
of raiting up an internal manufacturing 
population, io the t'uion, sufHcieut to take 
off ihe surplus produce of our agrirul- 
turttti ''' The Kuttian Tariff waa in- 
tended at a retaliatory measure ; while 
Prussia, where our man ui*d urea 6nd a 
market, to the amount nf 5 oe «ti,s}ua,lKM), 
annually, expretact htr iudignatien at our 
conduel, in Ihe strongest terma. There 
statements alt show. that tb* Coo- 
tinenlalittt are moat desirous to ex- 
change their prod net* for ours, con- 
irary to the statement* of " Typo." 
The onus then rests either on our de- 
mand or nur lew*. Rut thote foreign (a* 
c*m, timber, trine, *e.) art tbe most 
wan n-d. snd would be peculiarly auitable 
in the llritiah market. Evidently, there- 
fore, the waut of a foreign demand ia 
owing neither to tlie " *elrish policy" uf 
foreigner*, nor to our onwillingiie*! lo 
purchase, but solely to those unnatural 
lsws, which prohibit the British merchant 
from receiving the unly oommoditie* 
lurcigners have to give, thir manufacture*, 
too, are, decidedly, luprricr to any which 
can be brought into a foreign market ; for 
i Ibis reason, litul we mil lbeir own word*, 
i it t* bul reasonable to tuppnie, that 
i ibreignera elmuld gin the prcfrrtuice to 
ihr Hrilish merciiant.

I, ihen, evident, 
that our Corn Law* have been the cause 
ol' driving foreigners, lo manufacture ; thai 
this ho- ul procedure wa* not, on the part 
nfioretcnera, .1 beat, dictated by "eelfiih 
policy," bnt, actu»)lv, .roft-erf upon them 
by the seltishne** ol'ibe Briiiab, who ex- 
pi-clvd in sell, though unwilling lo buy.— 
lo exporl without importing,— *nd not 
adupted for Ihe pmpoae of rendering ttiem- 
selves indepcidenl, for mch ■ course mutt 
be adoplcd by mind* of any tlriiih, at 
e ousl ly mi pol i tic a s r * po**ible f— A I thungh 
■e believe, that, for obvious reasuoa, our 
bread cannot be reduced to tliecontineolal 
level, yet, undoubtedly, the reduction 
would be tun*iJrrable.

Th* farmer will be bene- 
ated by the change ; for, allhongh it may 
appeal strange, no fact in political eco- 
nomy it more certain than thia, that tbe 
interest ol Ihe landlord and tenant are 
diametrically opposite. The tenant » 
equally interested in procuring cheap 
bread at llie general consumer ; while Ihe 
landlords are the only claaa at til bewtviied 
by a high price of ton. Their profit it 
infinitely lets than the injury suffered 
by th* public. Maculloch fSirp, fa oar. 
Brit. J rati main that the Com Law* 
act *■ ■ tax of about twenty million*, 
while not more than a fifth finds 
its tray into the pocket* of the 
lords ! If th* Cora Laws as 
the country would be relieved from thi. 
most rninnus tas j and this with compara- 
tively little lots lo the landlords. At first 
no doubt, they should lose somewhat from 
* reduction in the print nf gram ; yet it 
actually been met t serious question, whe- 
ther ltndlords would not derive a* gnat 
profits from a rent, moderate and steady,

Before, then, the distaUsftction 
can spread th tough the country and dema- 
gognetcan seise on thia u a plea for their un- 
reaionable harangue*, and while tb* land- 
lords em, make the concession, with a good 
gran, let a system be adopted, which will 
gin ui an a band ant * ylj of mm, at a 
a sfeoffy, rate poie ,- which will cwitribot* 
to ibe bappiaaaa, not only of our own, but 
of every people— which will act at a bond oT 
union and of peace Ihroaur, Host th* world.
